At  the  rate  at  which  he  is  going  now,  William 
Campbell’s  Buddy  Booker  could  easily  become  the  fifth 
player  in  Group  n  scholastic  basketball  history  to  post 
a  30-point  average  for  one  season. 

In  12  games  Booker  racked  up  368  points  for  a  30.8 
point  average.  In  nine  games  he  has  hit  30  or  more 
well  earned  points.  At  the  Campbell  County  tournament 
Buddy  set  a  district  scoring  record  of  46  points  in  one 
game,  and  two  weeks  later,  in  a  game  with  Amherst,  he 
tied  his  own  record.
